Why Boys Leave Home 
(The Pittsburgh Sun) 


Crities of the American home and of the 
so-called strain of wildness they say permeates 
the youth of our country today invariably, as 
a rule, place the blame for it all on the par- 
ents of today. The old axiom, ‘‘Spare the rod 
and spoil the child,’’ they assert, is now the 
rule rather than the exception in the modern 
American home. 

And now comes William J. Kane, head of 
the Missing Persons Bureau, who discusses 
why boys leave home. Mr. Kane is an excep- 
tion in one respect for while most social work- 
ers are continually reminding us of the laxity 
of our girls, he turns his attention to the boys. 

The number of boys who leave their homes 
is increasing from ‘year to year, Says the city 
official. In the old days when circus wagons 
rumbled along the highways the circus was 
charged with being ‘the lure that took boys 
from home—not overlooking the romance of 
the far west with its Indians and cowboys of 
other years. 

Mr. Kane- blames the present 
amongst the boys upon kindly intentioned mo- 
torists who by giving wandering youngsters a 
‘lift’? are unconseicusly aiding them along 
the highway of adventure. In the past it was 
the buggy and the farm wagon. Now it is the 
motor car. Perhaps it is no Jules Verne dream 
to say that when the youth of today become 
the proud fathers of tomorrow they will scan 
the skies instead of the highways for their 
errant sons. 

Perhaps the motorists are not all to blame 
for the number of boys who leave home, each 
year. Perhaps it is just that wanderlust—the 
same spirit of adventure that sent their fore- 
fathers into unknown lands—that is coming 
to the surface in them and urging them on to 
newer fields. ; 

As a remedy for this wanderlust Mr. Kane 
urges more parental supervision, more use of 
the rod, arid fewer liberties in regard to late 
hours. Perhaps there might be added kindli- 
ness and a real understanding by parents of 
the spirit of an American boy.
